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Claim 23: The plasma display panel as claimed in claim 9, comprising:

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-10, 12, 14, 23, 27, 29, 30, and 33 are allowed 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically 
comprising the Hmitation of a plurality of dielectric patterns formed on the substrate to 
have a convex surface, an electrode formed both on the dielectric layer and substrate, a 
second electrode for causing discharge with the first electrode and a second dielectric 
layer formed between the first and second electrodes. 

Regarding claims 2-8, claims 2-8 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1. 

Regarding claim 9, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 9, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of two electrodes formed separated by a dielectric pattern and 
further consisting of a radio frequency electrode. 

Regarding claims 10, 12, 14, and 23, claims 10, 12, 14, and 23 are allowable for 
the reasons given in claim 9 because of their dependency status from claim 9. 
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Regarding claim 27, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 27, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of two electrodes formed separated by an island dielectric 
pattern and further consisting of a radio frequency electrode. 

Regarding claims 29 and 30, claims 29 and 30 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 27 because of their dependency status from claim 27. 

Regarding claim 33, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 33, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of two electrodes formed separated by a striped dielectric 
pattern and further consisting of a radio frequency electrode.
